1 . A response (paper no. 5) has been filed on July 08, 2002. 

2. Claims being examined are still 17-19. 

3. Following persuasive arguments from the applicants, rejection of above claims 17-19 
under 25 USC 103(a) (see earlier office action paper no. 4) is now withdrawn. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
101 19425 in ViQw^o^o^nmr^t al (USP 6171381). 



JP' 425 does not mention (claimed) polysaccharide as a suitable water-soluble polymer of 
the composition. 

Yoshimura describes on aqueous metallic ink composition comprising a metallic powder, 
pigment, a colorant, water, a water-soluble organic solvent, a natural polysaccharide and a water- 
soluble soy polysaccharide or/water-soluble polysaccharide derivatives (col. 1, lines 3-10). 
Patentee discloses in col. 2, lines 23-27, that the polysaccharide functions as a coating or size for 
a substrate such as paper. Preparation of polysaccharide is described in col. 6, line 60 to col. 7, 
line 59 and the available polysaccharides which are disclosed in col. 7, lines 40-42 are mentioned 
in instant specification. Surfactant is mentioned in col. 1 1, line 66. 

It would have been obvious to add to the composition of JP '425, the polysaccharide of 
Yoshimura with the expectation of (a) improving resistance of the composition (as a size) to 
water (b) to maintain the density of color by minimizing penetration of colorant particles into 




(JP' 425 has been earlier cited on office action). 




Disclosure of JP' 425 is summarized in office action paper no. 4 item 3f. 
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substrate such as paper and © to enhance stability of viscosity. It would also have been obvious 
to add surfactant for improving wetting.
